That is good logic.

ball is uo more subject to logic than is 
a sharp stick. 
The fact is that the ball 
does jump sidewise aud in a most ir­ 
regular manner. 
This may be shown 
by dropping a smooth marble in a jar 
of still water. 
The marble goes nearly 
straight for several inches and then 
suddenly jumps sidewise.
